That section of Edmonton’s new traf- 
fic bylaw which would place the onus of 
proof on those accused of traffic offences 
is unjust and outrageous and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce does exceedingly well to

It is a credit to the alert acumen of the 
Chamber that it readily sees behind this 
seemingly innocent device to facilitate 
traffic conditions a thoroughly. unwhole- 
some principle that could wreck the en- 
tire conception of justice in this country. 

As the bylaw now stands in the hands 
of the council's bylaws committee, defend- 
ants on traffic charges will be presumed 
guilty unless they are able to prove them- 


selves innocent. 


In short, the onus of proof is on the 


accused. 


This presumption is the most vicious, 
and the most 
flagrantly unfair piece of municipal law 
ever to be written into the legislation of 


the most undemocratic 


any city. 


And the city’s reply to the Chamber's 
re ty is equally vicious. — 
. he city’s answer is that the clause 
may not be changed because there are not 
enough policemen in the Edmonton depart- 
ment to secure positive evidence of guilt 


in such traffic cases. 


The Edmonton Bulletin has urged an 
adequately enlarged police force for two 
years. And this statement is the most 
forceful endorsement of the demand we 
have ever seen. 

We are so short of police constables 
that we actually contemplate a perversion 
of the most fundamental principle of Brit- 
ish law, that every man is presumed inno- 
cent unless he is proved guilty. 

This presumption is peculiarly British.

Why does North decide not to 
add the queens and sevens (as de- 
scribed in the section for begin- 
ners) to his meld? Was this a wise 
decision or a poor play? 

It was a wise decision, but a 
close choice, He was influenced one 
way by one principle of play, and’ 
another way by a different prin- 
ciple. | 

In favor of melding was the prin- 
ciple of establishing as soon as_ 
possibile a base of four (or more) 

ans cards. The establishment 
of such a base makes it possible 
to build a canasta, and good play: 
ers therefore make a base quickly | 

Against melding was the prin- 
ciple of keeping a goodly number 
of cards in your hand at all times 
—particularly towards the begin- 
ning of a hand. If you deplete your 
hand, the enemy may freeze the 
deck and keep you from getting 
the discard pile. 

The decisive point in this case 
was the fact that North had picked 
up his two extra queens and his 
two extra sevens from the discard 
pile.

If the reader (there I go again, jumping to conclu- 
sions) will pardon a personal reference, I happened to be 
in Ebbets Field, Brooklyn, one afternoon last fall. 

The Dodgers were smack-dab in the middle of the 
World Series with a team from across the river, the 
Yankees. At that time the fall classic was one of those 
One won-one lost affairs for each team. 

This was the third contest, one of those “croo- 
shials,” as they’ve come to be known. 

And as I remember it the Dodgers chased a little 
left-hander called Tommy Byrne along about the fourth 
inning, so that Mr. Joseph Page, a much heftier south- 

aw, had to take over on the firing line for the New 
Yorkers. 

From that point Page pitched one-hit ball until the 
ninth, when the count stood at 1-1, because Ralph Branca, 
Dodgers’ crooning righthander, also was quite a hunk of 
hurler that same afternoon. 

In their half of the ninth Yanks exploded for three 
runs, pinch-hitter Johnny Mize delivering a two-run single 
in the middic of the uprising. That made it Yanks 4, 
Dodgers 1. 

Dodgers came right back to scote a pair of runs, 
on homers by Luis Olmo and Ray Campanella. But 
the final score was New York 4, Brooklyn 8. Winning 
pitcher: Page.

‘3) Children become so immersed 
in reading that they cannot be 
pried loose to go out and engage 
in more active play.

Trained Leaders Called For 
By National YWCA Executive 


Desperate need for trained YWCA leadership in war- 
torn countries of Europe and Asia is being met by generous 
Canadian associations through their World Service Fund. 


According to Miss Lillian Thom- 
gon, national YWCA executive 
director, the work of the YWCA in 
Europe was disrupted by having to 
go underground during the war. 

The organization also suffered a 
loss of leadership and a complete 
cessation of training during the 
war years. 

LEADERS NEEDED 

Though the Y in Europe can 
make do without buildings in 
which to meet, said Miss Thomson 
in an interview today, the need for 
leaders is really serious 

Plight of European YWCA was 
learned by Miss Thomson during 
a trip to Geneva in 196, when she 
represented the Canadian Y at a 
world executive meeting 

Stories she told on her return to 
Canada resulted in the pledge of 
the Canadian associations to raise 
$25,000 for the rehabilitation of 
YWOA work in Europe 

(Money from this World Service 
Fund has been used to set up a 
echoo) of Social Work in Greece, to) 
train social workers, not only for 
the Y, but for a number of social 
agencies, 

In Burma, the money is being 
spent on new buildings, as leaders 
have been sent in from this coun- 

Two young Japanese women are 
being trained in child guidance and 
psychology at the University of To- 
ronto and will return to Japan to 
do youth work, 

World's Council meeting in 
Hangchow, the first to be held in 
the Orient, was attended by Miss 
Thomson in 1947 

The YWOA is still carrying on in 
Communist China, as well as in 
Czechoslovakia. In China, said Miss 
Thomson, training has a more prac- 
tical application to fill the special 
needs of Chinese women and girls 

Three-day visit in Edmonton will 
be the first for Miss Thomson in 


her official capacity as YWCA 
executive director, She is no 
stranger to Edmonton, however, 


having been Director of the Coun- 
cil of Social Agencies here from 
1940 to 1944.

If you were ever on a picnic and 
suddenly found that the matches 
had been left behind, you would 
realize just how much we depend 
on those little sticks of wood, They 
are so common and cheap, that we

Yet the world got along for 
hundreds of years without the usé 
of match for the first rea

USED CAMPFIRES 

When people first began fo use 
fire to cook their food or Keep 
warm, a central fire was kept burn 
ing day and night, winter or sum 
mer. Certain persons were appoint 
ed to tend it and see that it did 
not go out. From th central fire 
the families would take burning 
sticks to make separate fires of 
their own each das When the
